Polish Officer Bares 


(By Wireless te Inter-Centinent News) 

MOSCOW, May 5.—The full story for the first time 
of how the Polish armed forces under the command of 
General Wladislaw Anders hoped that the USSR would be 
defeated, and then the government-in-exile’s forces would 
remain the major armed force on Soviet soil “to do what- 
ever we please” is told by Lt. Colonel Zigmund Berling, 
former chief of staff of the 5th Division of the Polish 
army in the USSR, in an article for the magazine Free 
Poland, published here. 

Berling, who refused to flee with the Polish armed 
forces to Persia, recalls conversations with Gen. Anders 
in August, 1941, in which the latter urged that the 
Polish forces be armed as slowly as possible, and be ready 
1 the anticipated collapse of the Red Army under Hitler’s 

ws. 

Berling relates how anti-Semitism, hatred for the 
Ukrainians and Byelo-Russians were systematically in-

S WE indicated before, there is a great similarity 
between the Axis Tunisian bridgehead and the Axis 
Taman bridgehead. 

Both are of approximately the same size. 

Both are held by approximately the same number of 

troops. 

Both include a port of great impor- 

tance—Bizerte and Novorossisk. 

But here the similarity ends, for Tunis.

The meaning of Tunis to the Axis is in its ability to 
bridge the Mediterranean and cut the Allied sea lanes 
to the Middle East. The meaning of Taman to the Axis 
BS is in the fact that it constitutes a jumpirig-off ground for 
d new attack on the Caucasus. 

From a tactical viewpoint the difference is this: 
mere are 100 miles of water behind the Tunisian bridge- 
head, while there are only three or four miles of water 
behind Taman.

The Death of Mrs. Sidney Webb.—Nd doubt 85 is regarded as 
“g ripe old age.” Nevertheless many must have been shocked to 
read that one of the partners in the famous team of Sidney and 
Beatrice Webb had passed away. - 

Thousands of persons probably first learned of them from the 
writings of George Bernard Shaw, a lifelong friend of the pair, 
rather than from the work of the Webbs. References to the Webbs are 
found in Shaw's letters and in every biography of the great Irish 
playwright and novelist. 

While the political conclusions which Sidney and Beatrice Webb 
often drew from their detailed investigations had the earmarks of 
reformism (“the philosophy of gradualism,” as Sidney Webb him- 
self described it) their researches were invaluable as source material 
for other, and bolder, thinkers. 

Did not Lenin himself in his “Imperialism” give warm praise 
to another student in the Webb tradition—J. A. Hobson—for pio- 
neering research work? 

Tt is a thrilling thought, too, that Lenin while in exile under- 
took the translation of the Webbs’ first major study, “The History 
of Trade Unionism.” One of my cherished memories is a talk I 
had with Lenin's widow, Krupskaya, in 1936 and her description of 
the way Lenin and she went about the translation job. 

Eclipsing all other achievements by Sidney and Beatrice Webb 
was, of course, their monumental “Soviet Communism: A New Civil- 
ization?” .The question mark in the title was removed in later 
editions, and this act testified to the authors’ complete affirmation of 
faith in the new Soviet society which they described in such rich 
and vivid detail.

Lewis did not take initiative for the move, 
for his thoughts are not steered into the 
direction of victory and constructive coopera- 
tion with the war government. The propo- 
sal was originally put forward by the gov- 
ernment through Mr. Ickes last September. 
Lewis opposed it and treated it coldly. It 
was not until five months of dilly-dallying 
that the six-day week was agreed to, but it 
was left to voluntary regional discretion. 


The result was to deprive the country of 
millions of tons of needed coal, and the 
miners of millions of dollars of needed 
wages. 

Obviously, a constructive win-the-war ap- 
proach by the UMWA would have achieved 
what the steel workers have won. That this 
meets the approval of the miners was well 
shown at the close of the stalemated mine 
negotiations when Lewis reversed his former 
position and was ready to accept the govern- 
ment’s proposal of a guaranteed year-long 
six-day week as basis for a settlement. 

The Lewis policy is not guided by a gen- 
uine desire to advance the interest of his 
members, but primarily by maneuvers to 
exploit the grievances of the miners to 
break national unity and cultivate the 
ground for negotiation with Hitler elements. 


The Murray policy holds that the fight for 
a victory over the Axis and for just wage 
policy do not contradict; that the construc- 
tive approach to the entire war effort is also 
the approach that will best protect the im- 
mediate interest of a union’s membership.
